The PROPHECIES. 


IE foretold the Rebellion in Ireland 
H forty Years before it came to paſs, 
with the very Time in which it ſhould 
break forth. In the Year 1601, preaching 
before the State in Dublin, in his Appli- 


cation he mourned over that T oleration, 
8 which

which was juſt then allowed to the Popiſh 
1dolatry, and alluding to Ezek, 4. 6. 
concerning the Prophets hearing the Ini- 
quity of Judah forty Days, the Lord 
therein appointing him a Day for a Near; 
This, by Conſent of Interpreters, ſignify- 
ing the Time of forty Years to the Deſ- 
truction of Feruſalem, and that Nation 
for their Idolatry; He made then this 
direct Application in relation to that 
Connivance of Popery, vis. From this 
Year will T reckon the Sin of Ireland, that 
thoſe whom you now embrace Shall be your 
Ruin, and you Shall bear this Iniquity. 
This Prediction was exactly true; for if 
you reckon from the Year he preach'd it 
in, to the Year the Rebellion (and Deſ- 
truction of Ireland) began, done by thoſe 
Papiſts and Popiſh Prieſts then conniv'd 
at, which was 1641, you'll find it juſt 
forty Years: And that which makes this 
much more obſervable is, That he then 
put a Note in the Margin of his Bible, 
and reſerved the Notes of that Sermon, 
with the Year and Day he preach'd it in, 
which was one of the laſt Sermons he 
wrote throughout word for word, ever 
after only writing the Heads, and putting: 
all the reſt to the Strength of his Memory: 
And which {till heightens the — 
ne 
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(S:) 
neſs of it, is, what Dr. Bernard fays, 
That for near twenty Years Time before 
the fulfilling of this, (that was from the 
Doctor's firit converſing with him) he 
always liv'd in' the Expectation of the 
fulfilling thereof; and the nearer the 
Time approached, the more confident he 
was, That it would be accompliſhd, and 
was even at the Door : This, fays the 
Doctor, I often uſed to wonder. and ad- 
mire at, becauſe there was no viſible 
Appearance of any thing that had a 
Tendence that way: But more eſpecially, 
ſays he, did I ſtand and wonder, when in 


the Year the Rebellion broke forth, he 


taking leave of me, being called to 


England, adviſed me to a ſerious Pre- 


aration for heavy Sorrows and Mz ſeries 
T ſhould See before I Saw him again; this 
he deliver'd with as great Confidence, as 


if it had been within the View of Senſe : 


It put me in Mind of that of Amos 3. 7. 
Surely the Lord will do nothing, but he 
will reveal it unto his Servants the Pro- 


phets ; at leaſt to ſo great an One, and of 


that Nation.

made the leaſt Sign of Appearance, he 
did confidently foretel the Changes that 
have ſince come to paſs in England, both 
in Eccleſiaſtick and Civil Affairs; This 
was experienced by many that converſed 
with him. And there is alſo a Paſſage in 
his Tract, De Primordiis Ecclefiarum 
Britannicarum, of the very ſame Impor- 
tance; where, after he hath at large re- 
lated the Manner of the utter deſtroying 
of this Church and State by the Saxons, 
about 550 Years after Chriſt ; the Reaſons 


he gives for his Prolixity therein, is; 


Partly, That the Divine Fuſtice might 
the rather from thence appear to us; the 
Sins of all Sorts and Degrees being now 
come to their utmoſt Height, in the not only 
ſhaking the Foundations of the Britiſh 
Church and State, but the deſtroying them, 
and almoſt utterly overturning them, Par- 
tly, that even we might the rather be in 
great Fear, that our Turn is accordingly 
coming, and often call to mind that of the 
Apoſtle, Behold the Goodneſs and Severity 
of Gop; on them which fell, Severity;

N. B. Tt may not be improper here 
to recite a remarkable Particular, which 
happen'd in his laſt Viſit to Cromwel, in 
order to ſhew you the modeft Freedom 
and Boldneſs of our Prelate, in reproving 
what he did not approve, even in the 
Greateſt, vi. At his Entrance he found 
him under his Surgeon's Hands, who 
was dreſſing a Boyl, which he had on 
his Breaſt ; ſo Cromwel prayed the Lord 
Primate to fit down a little, and that 


when he was dreſs'd, he would ſpeak 
with him; while this was a doing, Crom- 
wel ſaid to my Lord Primate, / this 


Core (pointing to the Boyl) were once out, 
T ſhould quickly be well, to whom the 
good Biſhop replied, I doubt the Core 
lies deeper; there is a Core at the Heart, 
that muſt be taken out, or elſe it will not 
be well: Ah! replied he (ſeemingly uncon- 
cern'd) So there 1s indeed, and ſighed.

heard him ſpeak with great Confidence 
many Years before, when we were in 
the higheſt and fulleſt State of outward 
Peace and Settlement ; and whether he 
did believe thoſe fad Times to be paſt, 
or that they were yet to come ? He an- 
ſwer'd, That they were yet to come, and 


that be did as confidently expe it, as ever 


he had done. Adding, That this fad Per- 
ſecution wou!d fall upon all the Proteſt- 
ant Churchcs of Europe. His Friend 
arguing, That he hop'd the Affliction 
might now be over, and be intended of 
our late calamitous Civil ars. The 
Reverend Prelate turning towards him, 
and fixing his Eyes upon him with 
that ſerious and ſevere Look, which he 
uſually had, when he ſpake God's 
Word, and not his own ; and when the 

Power 
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Power of God ſeem'd to be upon him, 
and to conſtrain him to ſpeak, ſaid thus: : 


© Foor not yourſelves with ack 
Hopes, for I tell you, all you have 
yet ſeen, hath been but the Beginning 
of Sorrows to What is yet to come upon 
the Proteſtant Churches of Chriſt, 
which will e're long fall under a ſharper 
Perſecution than ever yet has been up- 
on them; and therefore (ſaid he to him) 
Look you be not found in the outward 
Court, but a Worſhipper in the Temple 
before the Altar, for Chriſt will meaſ- 
ure all thoſe that profeſs his Name, 
and call themſelves his People; and 
outward Worſhippers he will leave out,

«© THE — Court (ſays he) is the 
formal Chriſtian, whoſe Religion lies 
in performing the outſide Duties of 
Chriſtianity, without having an inward 
Life and Power of Faith and Love, 


uniting to Chriſt, and thoſe Gop will 


leave to be trodden down, and ſwept 


away by the Gentiles: But the Wor- 


ſhippers within the Temple, and before 


the Altar, are thoſe who do indeed 


worſhip God in Spirit and in Truth, 
whoſe Souls are made his Temples, 


ww 
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and he is honour'd and ador'd in the 
moſt inward Thoughts of their Hearts, 
and they ſacrifice their Luſts and vile 
Aﬀections, yea, and their own Wills 
to him; and theſe Gop will hide in 
the hollow of his Hand, and under the 
Shadow of his Wings; and this ſhall 
be-one great Difference between this 
laſt; and all the other preceding 
Perfetutions: For in the former, the 
moſt eminent and ſpiritual Mrnifers 
and Chriſtians did generally ſuffer moſt, 
and were moſt violently fallen upon, 
but in this laſt Perſcution, theſe thall 
be preferved by God as a Seed to par- 
take of that Glory, which ſhall im- 


* mediately follow and come upon the 


Church, as ſoon as ever this ſhort 
Storm ſtrall be over; for as it ſhall be 
the ſharpeſt, ſo it ſhall be the fhorteſt 
Perſecution of them all; and thall on- 
ty take away the groſs Hypocrites and 


formal Profeſſors, but the true Spiritual 
Believers Shall be preſerv'd, till the 


Calamity be over paſt.

2 lowing Prophecies, already fulfill'd, may

It was Prophe- 
cy'd 300 Years before the Reformation. 
Biſhop Knzght, was Biſhop here at the 
ar and the Picture (they lay) 
did reſemble him, 


In the Spaniſh Hiſtory it is mentioned, 


that a Vault being open'd in Spain, they 


found there Moors Heads, and ſome 
Writings that did expreſs, When People 
reſembling thoſe Heads ſhould come into 
Shain, they would Conquer that 
Country.

BE x oR E the Civil-Wars there was 
much talk of the Lady Anne Davys's 
Prophecies ; for which ſhe was kept 
Priſoner in the Tower of London. She 
was Siſter to the Earl of Caſtlebaven, and 
Wife to Sir Jom Davys, Lord Chief 
Juſtice in Jreland; I have heard his 
Kinſman (Counſellor Davys of Shaftſbiury) 
ſay, that ſhe being in London (I think in 
the Tower) did tell the very time of her 
Huſbands Death 1 in Ireland. 
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
